Two Marine flyers who had been 
the object of a widespread search 
throughout the Southland were 
found yesterday. dead in the 
wreckage of their F6F night fight- 
ers high on the rugged south 
slopes of Mt. Baldy above Upland. 

A plane of the air rescue ser- 
vice spotted the wreckage late 
Sunday afternoon, and a detach- 
ment of séven marines from the 
El Toro base reached the scene 
late yesterday. 

Ranger L: H. Kellogg of the Mt. 
Baldy ‘station said the planes 
struck the mountain about 50 
pards apart. He said marine of- 
ficers declared«ethe two were en- 
gaged in instrument flying 
through thick fog and that they 
apparently had no time to pull up 
before striking the mountain. 


Identify Dead 
The dead men were identified as 
Master Sergeant Charles D. Cas- 
tles, 28, Starkville, Miss., and John 
J. Harrington, 28, Cartnage S. D. 
Ranger Kellogg said the parties 
loaded one of the bodies on a 
toboggan last night, out were too 
exhausted to pull the sled. The 
second body, he said, is so tightly 
wedged in the wreckage that a 
'portion of the plane must be cut 
away before it can be removed. 

A project to fly in the necessary 
tools by helicopter was stymied 
this morning when fog again blan- 
keted the scene. 

Kellogg said 13 more Marines 
were to be brought in today. They 
will stay overnight at the Sierra 
club ski hut located at the bot- 
tom of Mt. Baldy bowl approxi- 
mately a mile and a half from 
the scene of the crash. 

He said the job of bringing out 
the bodies will be begun at dawn
